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PRICE OF NEWS PRINT PAPER IS FIXED AT $3.10 


Federal Trade Commission Announces Its Decision in Long Drawn Out Investigation—Roll News in Less 
Than Car Load Lots, 3.22c.; Sheet News in Car Load Lots, 3.50c., and Sheet News in Less Than Car 
Load Lots, 3.62’2c., All F. O. B. Mill—State That Certain Changes in Terms Urged by Publishers 
Have Merit, But Present Does Not Appear Favorable Time For Changes.

WasHINGTON, D. C., June 19, 1918—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission this morning issued the following official statement rela- 
tive to news print prices: 

The Federal Trade Commission has had before it as a reference 
the agreement made on November 26, 1917, between Thomas W. 
Gregory, the Attorney General of the U. S., as trustee, and 
certain persons and corporations engaged in the manufacture and 
The manufacturers, parties to this 
companies and seven Canadian

agreement, comprise three U. S. 
companies, as follows: 

United States Companies—International Paper Company, Minne- 
sota & Ontario Power Company, Gould Paper Company. 

Canadian Companies—Spanish River Pulp & Paper Mills, Ltd., 
Abitibi Power & Paper Company, Ltd., Laurentide Company, Ltd., 
Belgo-Canadian Pulp & Paper Company, Ltd., Price Bros. & Co., 
Ltd., Donnacona Paper Company, Ltd., Brompton Pulp & Paper 
Company, Ltd. 

These ten companies produced in 1917 about 950,000 tons of 
news print paper, or nearly 50 per cent. of the total output of all 
mills on the North American continent. The bulk of this tonnage 
was consumed by newspaper publishers in the United States. 

The agreement provides briefly that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission shall fix the maximum prices and terms of sale of the 
output of the news print paper of these ten companies sold to 
purchasers in the U. S. for the duration of the war and three 
months thereafter. In the case of the Minnesota & Ontario Power 
Company and its subsidiary the Fort Frances Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany, Ltd., the agreement provides that the prices shall be fixed 
January 1, 1918. The Commission is also directed to 
determine the just and reasonable maximum prices and terms of 
resale of all paper merchants, sales agents or other middlemen 
selling the product of these ten companies to customers in the 
United States. 

All parties at interest were invited to lay before the Commis- 
sion any pertinent data, and counsel were diligent and helpful to 
the Commission in securing a complete knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding production and distribution, extensive 
hearings were held and a mass of evidence taken. 

Cost figures were drawn from books of original entry, and the 
vouchers and accounts of the several manufacturers were scru- 
expert accountants. Complete appraisals of various

News Print Prices 


The Commission has heard the evidence and examined the data 
presented to it and finds the following maximum prices as of 
April 1, 1918, to be fair reasonable for each of the ten 
signatory companies for sales of standard news print paper to 
customers in the U. S. 

Roll news in car lots, $3.10 per 100 pounds, f. 
news in less than car lots, $3.22”

The rest of the Brompton Pulp & Paper Company, which is an 
incomplete mill of small news print tonnage and which buys its 
sulphite, was not allowed to control in the determination of the 
above prices. 

The Minnesota & Ontario Power Company is directed to adjust 


its settlements for the months of January, February and March, 
1918, on a basis of ten cents per 100 pounds above these maximum 
prices. Thereafter the said maximum prices shall apply. 


Terms of Sale 


The Commission directs that the so-called form of contract 
be used as this time, with changes in terms that shall provide (a) 
a definite tonnage specification and passage of full and unrestricted 
title to the customer upon delivery, and (b) that the signatory 
manufacturers shall credit customers for over weight above the 
32-pound basis computed by taking the annual average of the 
total tonnage delivered on contract, provided that the customer 
gives such prompt notice as to overweights from time to time 
as will enable the manufacturer if he desires to verify the claims 
currently and make correction in subsequent de- 
liveries. 
Certain other changes in the terms of contract urged by the 
publishers contain merit but this does not appear to be a proper 
time for introducing avoidable changes.

Jobbers’ Prices and Terms of Resale 


The maximum commissions for jobbers or other middlemen 
selling news print obtained from any of the signatory manufac- 
turers to customers in the United States shall be: 15 cents per 
100 pounds on carload lots; 40 cents per 100 pounds on less than 
carlots; 60 cents per 100 pounds on less than ton lots. The com- 
missions shall be added to the actual cost of paper at the mill 
or at the warehouse. The cost at the warehouse will be the net 
mill price plus freight cartage and other reasonably necessary 
expenses incurred in getting the paper to the warehouse. In 
billing customers these items and the commission shall be stated 
separately. 

Basis of Findings :—In determining the maximum prices to be 
effective after April 1, 1918, the Federal Trade Commission con- 
sidered all pertinent conditions, including those prevailing during 
the months of January, February, and March, 1918, so that the 
maximum prices herein announced cover the facts as of the time 
of the effective date of the new price. 

The Commission in reaching its conclusions did not take into 
consideration costs, income or excess profit taxes, whether indi 
vidual or corporate. 

Since this a condemnation proceeding and there is no 
taking of property, in the sense of a sale of the plants, there is no 
alienation of going value and full cost of manufacture and a just 
and reasonable profit being allowed. 
though fixed by the seller. 

Given the plant and its output, the Commission has reached its 
result by a full consideration of the cost of manufacture, with 
depreciation, and a just and reasonable profit on the operation, 
based upon the value of the property employed and the circum- 
stances surrounding the industry. In making the computations 
the operation of the mills was agreed by counsel, and has been 
considered as 300 days per year.

Members of Paper Division Not Yet Announced 


Wasuincton, D. C., June 17, 1918—Chairman William B. 
Colver, of the Paper Division of the War Industries Board. has 
not yet formally announced the names of the members of the 
Division.

As the matter now lines up, however, Mr. Colver will spend a 
part of his time as chief of the division. S. L. Willson, of the 
Graham Paper Company, is spending all of his time here and will 
handle matters in connection with the trade generally. T. E. 
Donnelly, the well-known Chicago printer, is in charge of paper 
conservation, and Dr. E. O. Merchant will spend a majority of his 
time at the division. 

In addition to these men, F. C. Clark, chief of the Paper Lab- 
oratory of the Bureau of Standards, will act in an advisory capacity 
in technical matters, and Mr. Moores, purchasing officer of the 
Government Printing Office, will handle the purchasing end of the 
division. So far as can be learned at this time that will be the 
extent of the division. 

It is understood that within a few days the paper division officials 
will issue a letter to the trade in general, in which it will outline 
the purposes of the division and what it hopes to accomplish, in the 
way of helping the trade, in the way of conservation of paper, and 
in the way of purchasing for Government uses. 


Casein on Restricted Import List 

The War Trade Board has announced in a new ruling that it 
has placed casein upon the restricted import list. All outstanding 
licenses for import from over-seas have been revoked as to ocean 
shipments after June 16, and no further licenses will be granted 
except for shipments made before June 16, and for shipments over- 
land or by lake from Canada, overland from Mexico, or as back- 
haul from convenient ports in Europe. 


T. E. Donnelly on Paper Board 
T. E. Donnelly, of the firm of R. R. Donnelly Company, Chicago, 
Ill., large and well-known printers, has been appointed by Com- 
missioner Colver to act on the paper and pulp division of the War 
Industries Board. Mr. Donnelly will have charge of the conserva- 
tion end of the division and will undoubtedly have much to say 
to the printers of the country in connection with wasting paper. 
Representing Graham Paper Co. 
A. L. Hawkins is now in Washington, representing the Graham 
Paper Company, of St. Louis, Mo. Mr. Hawkins’ office is located 
at 711 Thirteenth street, Northwest. 


Evasion of Export Rules 

The War Trade Board is issuing the following announcement ; 

“The attention of the Bureau of Exports has been directed to the 
fact that palpable attempts have been made to evade the rules and 
regulations of the War Trade Board, and thus defeat the plan 
of the Government with respect to the control of exports. Such 
procedure is a violation of law. 

“Deliberate attempts to evade the rules and regulations of the 
War Trade Board by altering licenses, changing the commodities 
licensed, shipping in excess of the quantity and value licensed, nam- 
ing a consignee who is not in fact the ultimate consignee, splitting 
shipments of the same commodity to the same consignee to obtain 
the advantage of the $100 shipment rule, and in this manner avoid- 
ing the necessity of applying for (individual) export licenses, and 
all other forms of evasions, will not only entail prosecution under 
the provisions of the statute, but will also result in the revocation of 
all licenses already issued, and in the refusal of all future applica- 
tions.” 

Corrugated and Fibre Board Men Meet 

\ meeting was held here between corrugated and fibre board 
manufacturers and members of the new paper division the latter 
part of last week to discuss the general situation insofar as it 
applies to the board manufacturers and to discuss the best ques- 
tions for a questionnaire which it is believed will be sent out soon. 

In addition to the questionnaire which will be sent to the board 
manufacturers, it is understood-that a questionnaire will be sent, 
when prepared, to every different branch of the paper industry. 
The division officials have not yet decided just what form the 


questions will take.

Conferences are beginning here today and will be held nearly 
all week by the division with publishers, including trade paper 
publishers, book publishers, periodical publishers and newspaper 
publishers. The publishers will have the paper situation ex- 
plained to them and they will be told that they will have to 
economize and that they must get together in some manner on a 
conservation movement. If they are not able to agree on any such 
movement it is entirely probable that the paper division will have 
to take the matter in hand and see what can be done. 

President Sisson and Secretary Stewart, of the American Pulp 
and Paper Association, were in Washington last week, and it is 
believed conferred with Chairman Colver relative to the work of 
the new paper division. 

While up to this time no official announcement has been made, 
it is understood that a new War Service Committee of the Paper 
Industry will be formed which will be much broader than that 
now in existence through the association. The committee will 
include members of the association and non-members, it is be- 
lieved, and every branch of the paper industry will be represented. 
The purpose of such an organization will be to advise with the 
paper division when the advice is needed. Some interesting de- 
velopments are expected from the new division in the near future. 


Rosin for the Paper Industry 


In connection with the rosin shortage scare, because of the lack 
of labor to handle the situation, it is understood that officials of 
the paint and pigment section of the War Industries Board have 
taken the matter up with southern labor officials and have been 
advised that there will be enough labor to furnish sufficient rosin 
ior needed purposes. The understanding is that the paper industry 
will be taken care of under this heading. 


Through with Labor Question 
[By TELEGRAPH! TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 19, 1918—The Commission has 
passed the buck on the labor question and if the Taft Walsh Board 
allows paper mill laborers an increase in wages it is understood 
the Commission will take no action unless the manufacturers 
take the matter up with them. In other words, the Commission 
has rendered its decision and is through. 

National Power Board Formed in Canada 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |} 

Ottawa, Ont., June 17, 1918—The government has just formed 
a national power board under the chairmanship of Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, minister of the interior, with a view to co-ordinating 
all activities of the various federal departments with regard to the 
investigation and administration of matters relating to the fuel 
and power resources of the Dominion. 

The department of mines is preparing a tabulated statement 
showing the amount of coal, oil, gas or other fuel now being used 
in the production of power, and this will be submitted to the new 
board, together with statistics at present available in the water- 
branch of the department of the interior, as to the 
water-power resources of the whole of Canada. The board has 
already decided that the co-operation of the provinces, particu- 
larly Ontario, Quebec and British Columbia, is essential, as within 
these provinces water-powers of unlimited extent are available, 
and it is felt that they should be utilized for power purposes as 
soon as possible. 

Statistics will also be secured from the United States and co- 
operation sought with American officials, as there is a multitude 
of power available on international streams, and it is recognized 
that the best results can be obtained in respect to this power only 
by joint and concerted action on the part of the two countries. 
The St. Lawrence River is an illustration of the necessity of co- 
operation with the United States, for here there is abundant avail- 
able water-power not being used.

The April imports of news print from Canada were 58,865 tons 
cr nearly 1,500 greater than for March and more than 20,000 tons 
greater than for January or February, 1918, and more than 3,600 
tons greater than the total imports in December, 1917, which was 
the month of greatest importation in that year. Imports of ground 
wood pulp from Canada were the largest since December, 1917, 
heing about 4,700 tons greater than for March, 1918 but 5,475 tons 
less than for the corresponding month of 1917.

Manufacturers’ Prices 

Only eight new contracts aggregating 20,075 tons were reported 
by manufacturers during May at prices ranging from $3.25 to 
$3.75 per 100 Ibs. f. 0. b. mill for car lots. Current shipments of 
roll news were at prices ranging from $3.00 to $3.75 and current 
shipments of sheet news were at prices ranging from $3.30 to 
$3.90 per 100 Ibs. f. o. b. mill. 

The bulk of sulphite receipts (news grade) on contracts were 
at prices ranging from $60 to $70 per ton f. o. b. mill. About 
40 per cent of the current receipts were also at prices ranging 
from $60 to $70 per ton. 

Receipts of ground wood pulp on contract ranged from $32.50 
to $51.40 per ton f. o. b. mill. The bulk of the current receipts 
were between $32 and $35 per ton.

Although the Expansion of the Industry was Interrupted by the 
Price Fixing Regulations of the United States and Canada, 
the Prospects For the Industry Now Appear So Bright 
That Capitalists Are Again Plucking Up Courage—Chi- 
coutimi Pulp Company Gains Controlling Interest in 
Power Concern—Australia Wants Canadian Paper— 


News Print Mills Await United States Price Report. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MONTREAL, Que., June 17, 1918—Of late there has been quite 
a revival of interest in various schemes for the establishment 
of new pulp and paper enterprises. The expansion of the in- 
dustry was considerably hampered by the price-fixing regulations 
of the Canadian and United States Governments, but the pros- 
pects of the industry in Canada appear so bright and the ques- 
tion of price-fixing so capable of satisfactory adjustment, that 
capitalists are plucking up courage once more. We have an in- 
stance this week in the formation of the Quebec-Saguenay Pulp 
Company, Limited, with headquarters in Montreal, and mills 
and limits located at Delmas, on the Peribonca River, in the 
Lake St. John region. The present capacity of the mill the 
company has taken over is 30 tons of ground wood a day, and 
this is to be increased to 60 tons this summer. The company 
owns outright developed and undeveloped water rights of 12,000 
h.p. The timber limits comprise 53,000 square miles of what 
are considered to be among the best pulpwood areas in the 
province. The company was promoted by David R. Cameron, 
of Montreal, who is associated with various pulpwood and lumber 
enterprises. Its capital is $300,000 serial bonds and $799,000 com- 
mon stock, the issue of bonds having been sold to Hodgson Cash- 
man Company, bankers of Boston. The directors of the company 
are: M. J. Mooney, M.D., Quebec; W. T. Robinson, New York; 
Richard Wolston, exporter, Montreal; M. J. Cashman, Boston; 
and L. P. Forest, Montreal. 


North American Co. Branches Out 

The North American Pulp & Paper Corporation announces 
that since the close of the calendar year the Chicoutimi Pulp 
Company, one of its subsidiaries, has acquired a controlling in- 
terest of 11,150 shares in the Saguenay Light & Power Company, 
which company operates an electric light and power system in 
the town of Chicoutimi and the surrounding district. This com- 
pany owns and controls valuable water rights on the Peribonca 
River, a hydro-electric station on the Chicoutimi river and two 
small hydro-electric stations on the Ha! Ha! river, the output 
of which is sold to the Ha! Ha! Bay Sulphite Company, Limited. 
This latter company controls through stock ownership La Com- 
pagnie du Telephone Saguenay-Quebec, operating over 1,000 miles 
of telephone lines in the vicinity of Chicoutimi and Lake St. John 
and connecting with the telephone companies into the city of 
Quebec. It also controls through stock ownership Le Credit 
Municipal Canadian, operating a small electric light and power 
company, located at Rimouski, Province of Quebec. During the 
current year the corporation has further expanded by increasing 
its timber limits by the acquisition of the Battle Island properties 
located adjacent to the timber limits of the corporation, con- 
sisting of 26,000 acres of freehold timber limits and 100,000 acres 
of leasehold timber limits, making at total of present holding of 
561,000 acres of freehold and 700,000 acres of leasehold timber 
limits. 

The Quebec Government, in furtherance of its water conserva- 
tion policy, has voted the required legislation so as to provide 
the raising of the water levels of Lake Kenogami, at the head- 


waters of the Chicoutimi river. When this work is completed 
the Company’s mills in that district will be enabled to operate at 
their full producing capacity throughout the year. 


Australia Wants Canadian Paper 

Two representatives of the publishers of Australia, who have 
come to Canada on a mission in quest of paper, have told the 
Canadian War Trade Board that the Australian market is open 
to the Canadian manufacturers of news print whenever shipping 
can be spared to carry the merchandise. Before the war prac- 
tically all the news print used in Australia came from England, 
but there has been a serious difficulty in securing delivery, and 
British Columbia mills have been making shipments of late. The 
appeal of the Australians was due to a report that there was 
likely to be an embargo laid on the export of news print from 
Canada, and the Australians urged that special consideration be 
given them in the event of such action. 


Marking Time While Prices Fixed 

In regard to their general policy, the news print mills are mark- 
ing time while awaiting the report of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission on price fixing for the United States. This will apply 
also to the Canadian mills so far as the paper that is sold in 
the United States, about 89 per cent. of their output, and there 
can be no doubt that it will also form the basis on which the 
prices for Canada are fixed. A print manufacturer is 
quoted in one of the papers here as saying that the United States 
papers are featuring the difference between the publishers’ sug- 
gestion of price, 2% cents a pound, and that of the mills, 4 cents. 
This, he says, they were asserting would mean $60,000,000 more 
for the mills if the 4-cent rate were granted. “They do not tell 
the public that in increased subscription rates alone they have 
demanded $80,000,000 more from the public, to say nothing of 
huge sums in addition on account of higher advertising rates.” 
The expectation among the mills in Canada seems to be that the 
price will be about 3% or 3% cents.

Sawdust for Paper-Making 

Much interest is being shown here in the cable from England 
announcing that sawdust is being used for the manufacture of 
news print there, and that the Times has actually come out with 
an edition printed on sawdust paper. If this material turns out 
to be a commercial success it will revolutionize the industry, and 
incidentally Canada will find a profitable market for huge supplies 
of sawdust that are now nothing more or less than a nuisance. 
\s showing the situation in the paper trade in Britain, and the 
hopes pinned on the utilization of sawdust, the followng state- 
ment of Sir A. Stanley, the President of the British Board of 
Trade, made recently in Parliament, may be quoted: 

Continuing, he referred to the question of paper and paper- 
making material, which was another source of economy. In 
normal times about 90 per cent. of the paper used in this country 
was either imported or made from imported materials. These 
imports were now only about one-fifth of the amount imported 
before the war. This very limited amount of paper had resulted 
in very enhanced prices, and one of the activities of the new Paper 
Controller was in the direction of seeing what sort of restriction 
could be put on the prices which were being charged today. The 
Paper Controller was now devoting his energies, first to the 
collection of waste materials; secondly, to increasing the manu- 
facture of paper in this country from home-produced material ; 
and, thirdly, to avoiding the wasteful and unnecessary use of 
paper. In the current year it was estimated that about half the 
paper used in this country would be manufactured from home- 
produced materials. He particularly called attention to the method 
whereby, by the use of sawdust, it was hoped that a very con- 
siderable increase in the amount of paper manufactured would be 
forthcoming. He was hopeful that by this process they would

WORTH 
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NEWS MILLS IN NORTHERN N. Y. 
ARE PUT ON PRIORITY LIST 


Big Producers Are Placed There Permanently as Result of 
Efforts Exerted by Edward N. Smith, County Fuel Ad- 
ministrator—Other Mills Are Placed There Temporarily, 
Pending a More Complete Investigation of Their Claims— 
Campaign Now Being Made to Increase Production and 
Also to Induce Economies—lItalians Present Flag to 
Newton Falls—Log Drive Now Practically Completed. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 


Watertown, N. Y., June 17, 1918.—All the news print paper mills 
in Northern New York have been placed permanently on the 
Government priority list for bituminous coal shipments, and all the 
mills manufacturing other than news print are placed on this list 
temporarily as the result of efforts exerted at Washington last week 
by Edward N. Smith, county fuel administrator. The mills given 
a permanent place on this list were the St. Regis Paper Company, 
the Remington Paper & Power Company, West End Paper Com- 
pany, International Paper Company, De Grasse Paper Company, 
and the Gould Paper Company mills. 

Mr. Smith returned Sunday morning from a trip to New York in 
behalf of the anthracite coal situation in this city and to Washing- 
ton in behalf of the bituminous coal users. He passed most of the 
week on this trip in strenuous efforts to improve conditions in his 
district. 

Mr. Smith Explains His Work 

In speaking of his efforts in behalf of the mills at Washington 
he said: 

“In the bituminous situation it is estimated that the requirements 
of the country for this year are 700,000,000 tons. The probable pro- 
duction is 600,000,000 tons. It is expected that 30,000,000 tons will 
be saved by economies, but this will leave a shortage of 70,000,000 
tons. 

“This matter of determining the mills and industries entitled to 
coal and the order of distribution is in charge of the priorities 
board of the War Industries Board. This committee is now engaged 
in determining what the essential industries are, and the ones that 
should receive coal before it is given to the non-essential industries. 

“Most industries in Northern New York, aside from paper mills, 
are already covered under the priority list. Those industries not 
covered by the original list issued must file applications for a place 
on the preference list. As I understand it, these applications have 
been filed by all the mills in Northern New York, but it takes time 
before applications can be properly passed upon. Each day the 
names of companies are being added to the list. 

“Upon priority list No. 1 already issued are plants printing and 
publishing exclusively news papers and periodicals. It logically 
follows that paper mills manufacturing news print paper must be 
placed on the preference list. We were advised by the priorities 
committee that the following news print mills would immediately 
be placed on this list: St. Regis Paper Company, Remington Paper 
& Power Company, West End Paper Company, International Paper 
Coompany, DeGrasse Paper Company and Gould Paper Company. 

“These mills take the largest percentage of the tonnage used in 
this section. As to other paper mills, we were advised that they 
would be temporarily placed on the list pending the determination 
of their right to be placed there permanently, provided there is a 
danger of their being shut down for lack of coal. Generally speak- 
ing, it may be said that there is no intention on the part of the 
administration to allow any mill or industry to shut down because 
of a lack of coal, provided it is essential to the life of the country. 

“A campaign is now being made to increase production and also 
to induce economies. If this is successful it will eliminate all coal 


° 
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shortage. The main trouble is at the mines, where a shortage of 
men is brought about by the drafting of workmen into the army, 


thus leaving the mines short of labor.” 


Present Italian Flag to Newton Falls 

The Italian colony at Newton Falls, the village of the Newton 
Falls Paper Company, has presented the paper company with a 
nice Italian flag, which is unfurled with the Stars and Stripes on 
the company grounds. 

Vincent Irolli, bandmaster and musician of Watertown, is now 
manager of the moving picture house owned by the company there, 
and he presented the flag for the Italian colony. He informed the 
officials that his countrymen were proud of their adopted country 
and had pledged their loyalty and allegiance to it. That they were 
also proud of the part this nation is taking in the great world war, 
and the sight of the Italian flag floating with the American flag 
added to their pleasure. 


Log Drives Practically Completed 

All the log drives in the Adirondacks are now practically com- 
pleted. It is estimated that more than a million dollars’ worth of 
pulp wood has been driven down the Saranac, Ausable and Rac- 
quette rivers alone this year. In some cases the labor situation 
caused delays and in others the ice held back operations. 

The Santa Clara Lumber Company of Tupper Lake has just 
completed its drive down the Cold and Racquette rivers. About 
sixteen million feet was harvested. The drive on the Racquette has 
about 28,000 cords and is now approaching Potsdam. It is for the 
\. Sherman Lumber Company and the Racquette River Paper 
Company. 

The J. & J. Rogers Company of Ausable Forks, the Santa Clara 
Lumber Company, the A. Sherman Lumber Company and the Rac- 
gquette River Paper Company combined handled about 75,000 cords 
of pulp wood this spring, worth about $18 per cord. The log 
drivers received an unusual high wage for the work.

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GROWING DEMAND FOR PAPER 
REPORTED ON PACIFIC COAST 


Prices Received Are Fair, but Conditions Are Said to Be Un- 
satisfactory to Manufacturers, Dealers and Exporters— 
President Olmsted, of the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation, Is Speaking at Meetings in California, Giving Job- 
bers Information as to the Policy of the Government in 
Carrying on the Paper Industry Under War Conditions— 
Hawley Pulp & Paper Company Busy. 


San Francisco, June 6, 1918—Although there is a large and 
growing demand for paper of all kinds in San Francisco and 
throughout the Pacific Coast, and prices are fair, conditions are 
unsatisfactory to manufacturers, dealers and exporters. 

Materials are scarce and high. Sulphur, for instance, now has 
to be brought by rail from Louisiana, instead of by water from 
Japan. And the increase in railroad freights, effective June 25, 
will hit them hard on both raw materials and finished products. 
As the Coast mills have long term contracts for furnishing news 
at a delivered price, the increase on freight will have to be 
absorbed. 

The export situation is now extremely difficult, as to freights, 
bottoms, and licenses. Several large export orders, offered to 
exporters here, have had to be turned down, owing to insurmount- 
able obstacles in the way. 

Hawley Pulp & Paper Busy 

At the big plant of the Hawley Pulp & Paper Company, in 
Oregon City, Ore., all departments are operating steadily at a 
high state of efficiency. President W. P.-Hawley, Sr., now has a 
very well-organized operating staff and does not have to devote 
much of his time to the manufacturing details of the business. 
Willard P. Hawley is vice-president and general manager, and 
although still a young man, is making a very creditable showing. 
George Pusey continues to be general superintendent. Harland 
Heuer, an Eastern paper mill man of wide experience, is now 
superintendent of the sulphite mill. Theodore Osmun continues 
to be secretary-treasurer. The enlarged plant, which has a capacity 
of from 60 to 100 tons of paper a day, according to the kinds of 
paper that are being produced, is now turning out about 500 tons 
of fruit paper a month. It is the policy of the management to 
concentrate as much as is necessary upon paper needed for packing 
fruit and other products, in order to assist in carrying out the 
policies of the Government regarding the conservation of food. 
The production of wrapping paper is now at the rate of 750 tons 
a month and of news, 500 tons. There is a sufficient supply of 
labor at present, but the men keep coming and going, many being 
attracted by the opportunities offered for employment in the new 
shipyards that have been started all over the Coast. 


Crown Willamette Paper Co. Running Full 

The several paper mills of the Crown Willamette Paper Co., at 
Oregon City, Ore., Camas, Wash., and elsewhere are being oper 
ated at as near full capacity as is possible under present war con- 
ditions, with labor restless and the necessity of breaking in many 
new men. There is an excellent demand for all the wrapping 
papers that can be turned out, including fruit and orange wraps. 
All orders for news are being filled promptly, according to con- 
tracts. The low-water Willamette and Columbia 
Rivers is coming on early, this year, and will somewhat reduce 
These plants are patriotically devoting their

the power supply. 


principal energies to turning out fruit paper and other papers 
required for wrapping perishable goods produced on the Pacific 
Coast, as well as getting out the large quantities of news, which 
are re wired to keep the principal newspapers of the Coast going. 


It is still found necessary to ship pulp from the mills in the North- 
west to the paper mill at Floriston, Cal., where the usual supply 
of pulp-wood is unobtainable, owing to lack of men to cut it. 


Mr. Olmsted in California 

George L. Olmsted, head of the National Paper Trade Associa- 
tion, is in California on his national tour, in the course of which 
he is speaking at meetings of the paper jobbers and giving them 
detailed information as to the policy of the Government regard- 
ing the carrying on of the paper industry. On June 6, Mr. Olm- 
sted addressed a meeting at Hotel Del Monte, which was at- 
tended by a number of the representative paper jobbers of San 
Francisco, Sacramento, Los Angeles and other cities in California. 


California Bag & Paper Co. 


W. B. Reynolds, sales manager, reports a very good demand for 
the products of the California Bag & Paper Company. This com- 
pany, of which Walter S. Mackay is president, is about to let a 
contract for duplicating the present brick factory building located 
at Emeryville, Cal. The greater portion of the annex will be 
used as a warehouse for roll paper.

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PRIORITY COAL EXPECTED 
BY PAPER MEN OF HOLYOKE 


According to the Statement of the Committee Who 
Appeared Last Week Before the Priority Committee at 
Washington, Such Large Quantities of Writing Paper Are 
Used in Connection with Winning the War That This 
Commodity Will Undoubtedly Be Put on the Preferred 
List for Coal—Mr. Galliver States That the Information 
Was Just What the Priority Board Wanted. 













[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. } 


HotyoKkg, Mass., June 17, 1918—From all present indications the 
writing paper industry is soon to have Government recognition as 
being an essential industry to the Government for the successful 
prosecution of the war. When this recognition comes the writing 
paper industry will be put on the preferred coal list. Large quanti- 
tes of the writing paper manufactured in this country is utilized in 
connection with the war, according to the statement of writing 
paper manufacturers who appeared before the committee of the 
priority board at the White House, Washington, last week, urging 
that writing paper be put on the preferred list of industries, and 
that coal needed for its manufacture be given priority of shipment. 

The American Writing Paper Company has been actively engaged 
for some weeks in analyzing the distribution of its products, so that 
application for a place on the preferred coal list could be made. In 
order to have an accurate and strong case the American Writing 
Paper Company has gone to much extra work in determining to 
what use its products are put.

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MOBILIZING INDUSTRIES OF 
DAYTON FOR WINNING WAR 





Paper Box Industry Will Likely Prove an Importan Feature of 
War Work—Plan to Send Questionnaire to All Manu- 
facturers to Ascertain All About Their Manufacturing 
Resources—Base Ball Contests of More Than Usual 
Interest Are Being Staged at Champion Park, Hamilton 
—Late Charles Whealen, Farmer Head of American 
Strawboard Co.’s Plant, Leaves an Estate of $60,000. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, O., June 17, 1918.—An important meeting is being held 
here this week to arrange for the mobilization of Dayton’s indus- 
tries to aid the Government in the prosecution of the war. It is 
the plan to pool industrial interests and increase the production of 
essentials, especially war materials. The paper industry is con- 
siderably interested in the arrangement while nearly all branches 
of the trade are likely to be affected one way or another. 

Following a meeting held in Cincinnati last Friday at which 
manufacturers from this and surrounding counties were repre- 
sented, a session was held at the rooms of the Greater Dayton 
Association and plans completed for another meeting tomorrow 
afternoon. This meeting is intended for the Dayton manufacturers 
only. A succeeding session to be held on Friday, will be attended 
by representatives from the nearby counties. Dayton will be the 
headquarters of the sub-district forming the Tenth Region, with 
the principal headquarters at Cincinnati. John T. Nielson, of the 
Greater Dayton Association has been appointed temporary chief 
of the county organization and Edwin Gibbs of Cincinnati is chair- 
man of the Tenth Region. 

It is the plan to send questionnaires to all manufacturers to 
ascertain what articles are manufactured; the extent of shipping 
facilities; monthly production in volume, not value; what per- 
centage of the output is for the Government; the capacity of the 
respective plants for Government work; willingness to take on 
Government work; storage space for the finished product; manu- 
facturing floor space; and the possibility of increasing capacity 
without enlarging the buildings. Each manufacturer also will be 
quizzed as to what he is best equipped to manufacture for the 
Government; the number of employees and the maximum number 
of employees the plant can handle. 

Charles A. Otis of Cleveland is chief of the resources, or con- 
version section of the War Industries Board, and as such will 
direct the pooling of resources in twenty regional groups. In each 
sub-region there wil! be formed an industries group committee for 
each of the following classifications represented in the district: 
Leather, paper boxes, clothing, castings, forgings and stampings; 
chemicals, paints and oils; rubber and clay products; machinery 
and machine products; textiles, automotive and miscellaneous. 

The finances for handling the work must be borne by the manu- 
facturers of each district. It is predicted that there will be some 
important changes in machinery plants, particularly, but just how 
they may affect that branch of the paper trade cannot be stated. 
The paper box business will likely prove an important feature of 
war work, it is stated. 

On account of Dayton having such a tremendous amount of war 
work, many activities centering here, it is believed the pooling of 
industries will result in an amalgamation of the greatest im- 
portance.

Upholds Conservancy Law 

The supreme court of this state has upheld the validity of the 
conservancy law, having during the past week refused to hear an 
appeal from Joseph E. Blevins, of Troy, Ohio, to prevent assess- 
ments being levied on his property to pay for the contemplated 
improvements. 

In Butler county it is announced that the additional flood con- 
servancy tax will not increase the county tax rate. At least this 
was the announcement made by the county commissioners upon 
the completion of the annual budget. Other amounts in the budget 
have been cut sufficiently this year to keep the amount within the 
limit, including the flood tax. A total of $441,346 is asked for and 
this includes the $50,000 conservancy tax, so that based on last 
year’s duplicate, there will be no increase in the county rate. This 
is an instance, therefore, of Butler county, which contains the 
cities of Hamilton and Middletown, obtaining flood protection 
benefits without much hardship. In a general way, the same is 
true of other localities. The strongest objectors to the reservoir 
improvement developed in Miami county, of which Troy is the 
county seat, and in Piqua, which is a good-sized manufacturing 
center, but the paper mill enterprises in both of these places are 
few, and as far as known, these few have made no objections 


Army Experimenting with Wax Paper Boxes 


The War Department announced today that the Quartermaster’s 
Department is now supplying gas proof food containers to the 
soldiers in the zone of operations in France. These containers 
prevent seepage of gas into the containers and guard against con- 
tamination of the food. 

The men carry their emergency rations in the containers and 
all food brought up to the trenches is carried in new tins. 

After the food is packed in the containers they are hermetically 
sealed. It is planned to use paraffine for sealing, as it settles in 
the crevices in such a way that it must be cut before the lids can 
be taken off. It can be applied by running the containers through 
a paraffine bath. 

Realizing that the supply of tin is limited and that there may 
not be enough to supply the needs of the army as rapidly as it is 
needed, the Quartermaster’s Department is experimenting with 
the wax paper box. Tests made show that these boxes meet al! 
conditions satisfactorily. The tins and boxes are both vermin and 
water proof.

The suspense caused recently regarding action by the Govern- 
ment with respect to several matters has certainly not added to 
the peace of mind of most persons connected with the paper 
industry.

investigation of the news print industry has been expected for 


the report of the Federal Trade Commission its

some days past, it had not been issued just previous to going to 
press with this edition of the Paper Trape JournaL. The delay, 
it is assumed, means that some difference of opinion has arisen 
among the members of the Commission as to just what ought to 
constitute a fair and reasonable price for news print paper for the 


period of the war. Whether the delay in announcing the decision 


is favorable or not for the paper manufacturers cannot be told. 
It has been interpreted as a favorable sign by some of those con- 


siderably interested and otherwise by others. The report itself 


will have to be awaited to clear up this point. 

The action of the Government in restricting the imports of 
casein has, of course, tended additionally to complicate the situa- 
tion so far as some paper manufacturers are concerned. 

The situation in sulphur, as indicated recently by the meeting 
in New York of the Chemical Alliance, is of such a character as 
to cause great concern. It is said by those who ought to be in a 
position to know that the conditions regarding this important 
commodity are even more serious than was brought out at the 
meeting, apd that unless steps are taken immediately to remedy 
conditions, the lack of supply may cause some paper mills very 
greatly to restrict their production. 

Rosin, another very important papermakers’ material, has been 
causing considerable concern, although the situation here seems 


more hopeful after the meeting of the naval stores people in New 
Orleans. 

These conditions, in addition to others which have existed for 
some time past have, as already intimated, tended to make recent 
days extremely tense ones for paper manufacturers. The mem- 
bers of the industry are, however, meeting the situation patiently 


and manifesting their desire to co-operate in every possible 


manner with the Government to effect the most favorable solution 


of every difficulty that presents itself.

Goods in transit can be insured through the regular insur- 
ance companies. 

Rates charged for motor truck haulage are about the same 
as regular express rates.

Shipments need not be confined to short distances. Through 
shipments can be made from Boston to Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington, as a Boston-New York trucking company has 
arranged with a New York-Philadelphia company to interchange 
goods in New York. Similar arrangements can be made for 
shipments between Rochester, Syracuse, Cleveland, Toledo and 
Detroit.

Gets $26,500 from Paper Manufacturers 


The following dispatch from Battle Creek, Mich., was printed

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Plans for Exposition of Chemical Industries 


The Fourth National Exposition of Chemical Industries will be 
held in the Grand Central Palace, New York, during the week 
of September 23 this year, its advisory committee composed of 
Charles H. Herty (chairman), Raymond F. Bacon, L. H. Baeke- 
land, Ellwood Hendrick, Henry B. Faber, Bernard C. Heese, A. 
D. Little, Wm. H. Nichols, R. P. Perry, H. C. Parmelee, G. W. 
Thompson, F. J. Tone, T. B. Wagner and M. C. Whitaker. Dr. 
Bacon of this committee is now head of the Chemical Warfare 
Section of the National Army and a member of General 
Pershing’s staff. 

The coming Exposition will be the largest Chemical Exposition 
ever held and it will be necessary to use four floors of the Grand 
Central Palace. The exposition is a war-time necessity and 
regarding it as such each exhibitor is planning his exhibit that 
it will be of the greatest benefit to the country through the men 
who visit it, all of whom are bent upon a serious purpose—that 
of producing war materials in large quantities and constantly 
increasing this production till the war has been won by the 
United States and its Allies. 

The amount of floor space already engaged is greater than 
last year, so the managers say; the exhibits will be much more 
attractive, and a movement is under way to show all exhibits 
of machinery in operation under actual working conditions as 
they would be found in the field. The products of the chemicals 
manufactured and as they enter into the world’s commerce will 
be there as examples of what the chemist has produced in 
America since the world war began. 

The South is again sending exhibits from some sections, and 
Canada, too, is taking the opportunity of presenting the materials 
it has available for development by the chemist and financier. 
Technical and business men over the country should give heed to 
these exhibits since they will show how they can meet the war 
time need. 

The program for the exposition is in active preparation and 
will be a series of symposiums on the “Development of Chemical 
Industries in the United States, notably since July, 1914.” This 
will embrace the period since the beginning of the European war, 
which because of-its removing the source of supply for our 
domestic industries inspired the development of our own chemical 
industries that, now, when we ourselves have entered the war, 
are proving so efficient. 

The program of motion pictures carries forward the idea of the 
symposiums, and pictures will be shown of the industries that 
have developed in so far as they can be with propriety.

How the Paper Stock Dealer Can Help Win the War 


Cuicaco, June 17, 1918. 
Editor, Paper TRADE JOURNAL: 

There can be no doubt in the mind of anyone that those en- 
gaged in the paper stock industry have responded most patri- 
otically to the needs of the country. 

The industry as a whole has subscribed most liberally and 
nobly to the Liberty Loans and the Red Cross Funds, and is 
ready to answer any further needs of the Government. 

But this alone does not suffice. There are many additional 
ways in which the industry can help, if its members apply them- 
selves to the task. 

No argument is required to prove that pulp is becoming more 
scarce as the days go by. The condition of the scarcity of pulp 
before the war recognized, and one can readily realize how 
much greater shortage now exists and how it will increase in the 
near future in view of the many additional demands made by 
the Government upon our forests because of present conditions. 
Thoughtful people will realize what great inroads are being made 
upon our forests, formerly cut for the manufacture of pulp, for 
such additional uses as the building of ships, construction of har- 
bors, cantonments and aeroplanes. Moreover, pulp and sulphite 
are also being used for other purposes besides the manufacture 
of paper. For example, one of the largest manufacturers of paper 
in this country is now making “celluo cotton” from sulphite to 
take the place of cotton and gauze bandages for our War De- 
partment and the American Red Cross. 

Thus it can be readily seen that as time goes by greater use 
will be found for pulp and sulphite to help maintain our army 
and navy. It therefore goes without saying that if before war 
was declared pulp was becoming scarce, such condition must have 
increased by leaps and bounds, when one realizes that the trees 
are now being cut for other purposes than the making of pulp, 
and pulp itself is being used for other purposes besides the mak- 
ing of paper. 

It is the duty of the members of the paper stock trade to help 
with all their might and main under these conditions, If they 
cannot do it directly, they can do it indirectly. One of the best 
substitutes for pulp is paper stock, the need of which, though 
recognized in the past, will be felt more than ever in the future. 
There will be a clamor for more and more tonnage of waste 
paper as the days go by, and this main issue should not be over- 
looked. 


Most of the box board mills are manufacturing cartons and 
shipping containers for the packing of food products and other 
necessary commodities for the maintenance of the army and navy, 
both for the requirements at home and among our allies. Our 
mills are doing their utmost to fill orders in spite of the serious 
obstacles, such as coal shortage, railroad conditions and the 
dearth of labor. Therefore, co-operation among the paper stock 
dealers becomes more necessary than ever before, knowing as we 
do that paper stock is what is required to produce these boxes in 
which to pack and carry the various supplies for war purposes. 
Everyone, realizing the seriousness of the matter, must do his 
share toward helping the situation, and the question arises, “How 
can we help?” My answer is very brief: 

(1) The paper stock dealer must accept only orders that he is 
able to fill in accordance with the shipping directions given him. 
He should not accept orders for the delivery of stock which he 
is not certain of obtaining and shipping. By so doing he will 
prevent any unnecessary delay on the part of the paper mills in 
turning out their products. 

(2) A campaign should be started in the various communities 
to educate them as to the necessity of saving, gathering and col- 
lecting this raw material. This will increase the tonnage and 
bring on more material to the market. 

(3) As soon as the paper stock arrives in the dealer’s plant, 
he should prepare the same properly and put it on the market as 
quickly as possible. 

(4) Perhaps the most important duty of all is to see that the 
stock is packed properly, because the paper stock, if not graded 
and properly packed, will not make a successful substitute for 
pulp. Moreover, if not prepared correctly it will cause consid- 
erable trouble at the mills and delay the manufacture of board 
for these containers. 

These four suggestions, if followed, will bring with them the 
assurance that the paper dealers will be co-operating in bringing 
the necessary supplies “over there,” and helping to win the war.

Wilson, with a quotation from one of his recent addresses, which 
seems very appropriate for reproduction in a magazine that goes 
to some 25,000 business executives scattered all over the country, 
east of the Mississippi from New England to the Gulf.

Under the caption “The Government and the Paper Industry” 
The Evening Mail, New York, printed the following as its leading 
editorial on the evening of Wednesday, June 12: 

White paper, as the basis of the publishing indutsry, is the 
forum of public opinion. The news print industry furnishes the 
medium for the discussion of public issues without which a 
democratic form of government is impossible. That industry does 
not concern publishers alone. It is almost in the nature of a 
public utility. 

The news print industry should be fostered and regulated by 
the government, and publishers, old and new, assured of ample 
supplies and reasonable non-discriminatory prices. That is, the 
news print paper industry demands of the federal government a 
treatment different from that accorded to any other business. 

In the past it has been a feast or a famine in paper prices. 
Prices have varied from 1% cents to 7 cents. During this year 
big publishers have bought as low as 2% cents and little fellows 
have paid as high as 9 cents. All the old evils of unregulated 
railroad rates, with the consequent fostering of the big man, have 
prevailed. Since the war broke out high prices and low output 
have added to the little fellow, the new publication, a tremendous 
handicap, in addition to the advertising difficulty already explained. 
Over 1,000 papers have gone out of existence this last year. 

The paper interests have just petitioned the Federal Trade 
Commission for permission to raise their basic rates to 4 cents. 
This 4 cents will be an increase of 150 per cent. over the average

the whole cost of carrying on a publishing business. 
the weaker publications going to do? 

The International Paper Company, the largest producer, earned 
$21.65 per share on its common stock in 1916 and $34.02 in 1917. 
Its net income in 1916 was $5,120,000; in 1917 it was $8,180,000. 
The largest net in any one year from 1909 to 1905 was $1,219,000. 

It is possible for the Government, if it will, to stabilize the 
whole paper situation, and stabilize it over a long period of time. 
The nature of news print production is such that the great fixed 
investments required insist upon control of cutthroat competition 
among producers. We need a longterm policy of co-operation 
between the paper manufacturer and the government in the matter 
of reforestation, water power, low railroad freight rates. 

In the first place, a tremendous amount of power is necessary 
for the production of paper. In a coal-burning paper plant more 
than a pound of coal must be consumed to produce one pound of 
paper. That is why paper mills seek water power. But the water 
powers of the country are to be under federal control. The 
federal government should develop and allocate an adequate 
amount of water to this semi-public utility. 

The forests in the country are being rapidly cut down. If we 
are to have a paper industry that will endure we must have re- 
forestation, reparation for what is used. But if we are to have 
reforestation it must be carried out by some one capable of long- 
term waiting for returns, for it requires decades for trees to grow. 
This waiting can be done only by strong corporations, free from 
the burdens of land taxation; or by the federal government itself. 
Co-operation between the paper industry and the government in 
this respect is fundamental. 

Until such reforestation is accomplished in the East our main 
sources of paper supply must be the wooded areas of the far 
West and Canada. But the points are distant from the great 
consuming centers of paper in the country, the publishing busi- 
ness that centers around New York. We must have low railroad 
freight rates to get this paper cheaply from the distant producers 
to the consumers. That means co-operation between the railroad 
administration and the paper makers.

Finally, great investments are necessary in this field. It takes 
an investment of $50,000 to produce equipment sufficient to turn 
out one ton of paper per day. Government action can render t 
the finances of paper makers two important services. 
place, if it enables them to combine and eliminate wasteful com 
petition it will make it possible for them to borrow their money 
more cheaply. A saving of 2 per cent. on $50,000 will mean a 
saving of $1,000 per year in the fixed charges applying to plant 
equipment capable of an output of one ton a day. This 
alone would reduce costs of paper 4c per pound. In the second 
place, this elimination of competition will give a needed element 
of security in the new investment and foster the building of plants 

Is it not time to consider the formation of a great publi: 
utility, covering all the paper producers of the United States, of 
huge, unified corporation with which the public, the government 
and the publishers could deal in an orderly way? The present 
competition tends to chaos. Intelligent, forward-looking policies 
could be worked out through regulated monopoly. A United 
States Paper Company could be formed to purchase the present 
plants at a fair valuation. Let the first 60 per cent. of value be 
paid for in bonds of the consolidated company, the last 40 pe: 
cent. in stock. Let the bonds carry 5 per cent. interest, and let 
there be earned an annual charge of 2 per cent. for amortization 
so that in a period of twenty-five years the outlay for the plant 
up to 60 per cent. will be written off. Let the government authoriz¢ 
the United States Paper Company to make long-term contracts 
with all paper users, the product to be sold at a uniform price, 
excepting in the case of large quantities, for which a maximum 
discount of 5 per cent. Let these prices be under regulation by 
the government, exactly as railroad rates are. Let the company

earn 6 per cent. upon its common stock and be allowed to retait 
one-half of its net above 6 per cent., the other half to be rebated 
back to the paper users, in proportion to their purchases. Of the 
eleven directors in the United States Paper Company, let eight 
represent capital, one represent the government (Department ot 
Interior), one represent the public and one represent labor. 

Eventually we must come to a fundamental solution of this 
sort. The United States Paper Company, by its influence upo1 
the whole field of publication, would be a new and mighty agent 
for democracy. 


Paper in Foochow District, China 

The production of paper in this district during 1917 was 
valued at about $1,800,000, says Consul A. W. Pontius, of Foo- 
chow, China. The paper is manufactured in the upper river 
district of bamboo fiber. More than half the production is 
white paper and is used chiefly for note paper. A cheaper 
brown paper for wall or wrapping is manufactured, the output 
being valued at approximately $500,000. The cheapest product 
is a thin brown paper used for burning at religious ceremonies 
the output of this grade being valued at $450,000.

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FORESTRY AND PAPER MAKING’ 


By A. B. RECKNAGEL, ForESTER AND SECRETARY, EMprirE STATE Forest Propucts ASSOCIATION. 


In the controversy between the news print paper manufacturers 
and the newspaper publishers regarding the cost of the manu- 
facture and price of news print, one point has not received as 
much attention as it deserves in the testimony on either side. 
It is the question of supplies of raw material, which should in- 
fluence the price-making if the law of supply and demand is 
still to rule. It must not be over-looked that the length of 
time for which pulpwood supplies can be secured for a mill has 
a most important influence on the price which it is proper for 
a manufacturer to charge who must foresee the need of 
amortization or sinking fund for his plant if he is forced to go 
out of business for lack of supplies. 


Pulpwood Supplies Becoming Scanty 


If, as appears from the evidence presented to the Trade 
Commission, the capital required per ton of paper is from $25,- 
' 000 to $35,000—according to others nearer $50,000—there must 
be enough in the manufacturers’ profit to retire this capital be- 
fore the end of the supplies to run the mill, or nearly s». There 
seems to be little doubt that accessible pulpwood supplies in the 
Northeastern States and even in Canada are becoming scanty 
and hence more valuable. 

In this connection the question of what can be expected 
from the cut-over pulpwood lands regarding a second cut, re- 
garding reproduction and regarding growth, is of interest. 
Answer to this question can, of course, come only from a more 
or less detailed investigation. Such an investigation has been 
started in the Adirondacks by the New York State Section of 
the Society of American Foresters, through the establishment 
of permanent sample plots. 


Report by Dr. Howe 


The Canadian Commission of Conservation in 1917 instituted, 
in Quebec, similar investigations and a preliminary report of 
the first season’s work was given at the annual meeting of the 
Commission by Dr. C. D. Howe, in charge of the investigation. 

In the first place, Dr. Howe finds that in the mixed stands 
of hardwoods and conifers, which are the rule, balsam fir leads, 
with 36 per cent; yellow birch comes next, with 26 per cent, 
and red spruce, with only 20 per cent, the balance being minor 
species. 

The preponderence of the balsam fir, which in general has 
been known before, is of significance both from the present 
supply point of view and that of reproduction. As long as 
water transportation must be relied upon, a considerable loss 
from sinkers must be expected from fir; besides, considerable 
damage by rot makes this material less valuable. 

The white pine, which formerly overtowered the mixed 
woods and gave to them a decidedly coniferous character, is 
almost entirely eradicated, even down to the young specimens 
and regeneration, except borders of lakes, swamps, and other 
open places. Growth studies on some 2,000 trees and countings 
on many sample areas to determine the character of the stand 
per acre were made. 


Changes As Sequence to Cutting 


Dr. Howe traces the changes that take place as a sequence 
to the cutting of the pulpwood and what growth to expect. 

As regards the diameter increment, the 4 to 8 inch poles 
were found to be 80 to 100 years old, the 8 to 12 inch class 
100 and 150 years; so that it would take at least 50 years for 
the latter and 70 years for the former to grow into the 12-inch 
minimum diameter for spruce in Quebec—not an inviting out- 
look for private enterprise.

Of the 635 seedlings of spruce found on the average per acre 
the mortality rate was determined to be such as to reduce 
them to six when near commercial size, and the percentage of 
loss is still greater in balsam. 

The growth of the spruce is so slow beneath the overtopping 
hardwoods, and there are so few survivors per acre in the in- 
tense struggle for existence, that the future is hopeless from 
the standpoint of the private company. The amount of balsam 
obtainable in the near future remains in doubt until the prog- 
ress of the everywhere-prevalent fungous and insect dieseases 
is determined. If the hardwoods could be utilized, their re- 
moval might result in a much larger portion of the young 
spruce reaching merchantable size. The possibility of utilizing 
white birch for pulpwood and yellow birch for railway ties is 
being investigated by the forester of the Laurentide Company 
However, the whole question of the effect of the removal of 
dominant hardwoods in stimulating the growth of suppressed 
conifers is still largely in the condition of thearetical discussion, 
and Dr. Howe’s address closed with an earnest plea for definite 
experimentation in the various problems of forest regeneration 
in the north woods. Extensive studies of an intensive nature 
into conditions controlling forest reproduction on the cut-over 
lands are necessary before reasonably reliable predictions of 
future pulpwood supplies can be made, and such reliable pre- 
dictions must be made possible before the news print price 
controversy can be settled on an equable basis. 


Great Opportunity for News Print Industry 

Herein lies a great opportunity for the news print industry. 
The Canadian Pulp & Paper Association has pointed the way 
by forming a “Woodlands Section” last November, whose 
objects are “to stimulate interest in more economical and 
efficient metheds of production and utilization of raw materials 
tur pulp, paper and lumber industries; and to provide means 
for the interchange of ideas among its members and to en- 
courage investigation of woodlands problems.” 

A similar step could well be taken by the pulp and paper 
interests on this side of the line. A resolution to this effect 
was introduced at the February meeting of the American 
Paper & Pulp Association and referred to the Executive 
Council. They, in turn, authorized the President to appoint 
a Sub-Committee to consider the matter. It is possible that 
the proposed “Division” may take the form of a “raw material 
division,” covering the conservation of raw materials of all 
kinds, and supplies, investigation of new materials, and the 
like. 

I believe that this is a movement of the highest importance 
for the news print industry. It provides a medium, identified 
with the business control of the industry, whereby the 
forester’s special knowledge is placed at the disposal of the 
paper companies, all of whom, directly or indirectly, are de- 
pendent on the forest for their supply of wood pulp. 

I urge you to support this proposition which, if it becomes 
effective here as it already has in Canada, should by the crea- 
tion of a sort of common council table, bring the problem of 
permanent pulpwood supplies nearer solution.

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IMPROVEMENT IN MAKING COATED PAPER 


James Miln, of Toronto, Ont., has been granted two patents, 
Nos. 1,265,356 and 1,265,357, by the patent office at Washing- 
ton, which he describes as follows: 

The present invention relates to a coated paper which may 
be used in mechanical processes for the production of surfaces 
for printing illustrations when such surfaces are adapted to be 
attached to printing cylinders or platens or to the lower sur- 
faces of printing blocks in such a manner that the pressure to 
be exerted upon the different parts of the sheet to be printed 
upon is regulated according to the light and shade of the pic- 
ture, and the invention consists of applying to a paper surface 
a coating of etchable material, which, after the impression of 
the picture thereon with an etch-proof color, is subjected to an 
etching process, whereby the high lights left uncovered or 
lightly covered by the color may be more or less deeply or 
completely etched by the action of the etching agent, and re- 
moved by washing or brushing. 

In carrying out the invention, I employ an etchable mass 
consisting of a mineral or metal body and an adhesive. Oxid 
of zinc, commonly known as “zine white,” hydrated aluminum 
oxid, and calcium sulfate, commonly known at “satin white,” 
glue, and glycerin, are particularly suitable for this purpose, 
and may be combined in the proportion of forty parts of zinc 
white, fifty-three parts of satin white, five and seven-tenths parts 
of glue, and one and three-tenths parts of glycerin, mixed or 
agitated to an appropriate consistency, at a temperature of about 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit, and then smoothly or evenly applied to 
the paper by means of the felt roll and brushes of a coating ma- 
chine, and dried on festoons, at a temperature of about one hun- 
dred degrees Fahrenheit. 

The paper, when it has been coated with this etchable mass, 
is calendered or pressed between the calender rolls to produce 
a good printing surface, and is then ready for use in the print- 
ing press, thereafter being subjected to the etching process. 

The etching process consists of the application of an etch- 
proof color either on one side of the coated paper or on both 
sides to increase the effect; in which latter case, the printing 
block, with the picture to be reproduced, is supplied with pre- 
pared color offering a sufficient resistance to the etching or 
dissolving medium, and one or preferably several exactly regis- 
tering impressions are made, first on one side and then on the 
other of the prepared paper sheet having on both sides the 
etchable coating. 

The printed sheet of prepared paper is then subjected for a 
short time to the action of an etching agent to destroy the 
binding qualities of the adhesive in the etchable coating, where 
exposed to the action of such agent, and the coating, where 
the adhesive agent is so destroyed, is removed by washing or 
brushing, so that a relief is obtained corresponding to the 
picture. 

It is thus possible to obtain by the use of a paper coated 
with an etchable material of this character, strong relief values 
accurately graduated in all details, and the height of the re- 
lief may be exactly regulated by the thickness of the coating 
and by the duration of the etching process. 

Surfaces of the same tone are thus always of the same height, 
and when so produced, may be used as an overlay on the print- 
ing cylinder or platen, or as an underlay between the printing 
form and the support. 

Any suitable etching agent, such as a solution of chloride of 
lime, may he employed in the preparation of the etching bath 
to develop the relief 


What Is Claimed 
Having thus fully described the nature of my invention, what 
I claim as new and desire to secure by Letters Patent, is:— 


1. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet of 
paper having an etchable coating consisting of zinc white, 
satin white, and an adhesive. 

2. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet of 
paper having an etchable coating consisting of zinc white, satin 
white, glue, and glycerin. 

3. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet of 
paper having an etchable coating consisting of zinc white, 
aatin white, glue and glycerin, combined in the proportions of 
forty parts of zinc white, fifty-three parts of satin white, five 
and seven-tenths parts of glue, and one and three-tenths parts 
of glycerin. 


Mr. Miln’s Second Patent 

The present invention relates to a coated paper which may 
be used in mechanical processes for the production of surfaces 
for printing illustrations when such surfaces are adapted to be 
attached to printing cylinders or platens or to the lower sur- 
faces of printing blocks in such a manner that the pressure 
to be exerted upon the different parts of the sheet to be printed 
upon is regulated according to the light and shade of the pic- 
ture, and the invention consists ot applying to a paper surface 
a coating of etchable material, which, after the impression of 
the picture thereon with an etch-proof color, is subjected to an 
etching process, whereby the high lights left uncovered or light- 
ly covered by the color may be more or less deeply or com- 
pletely etched by the action of the etching agent, and removed 
by washing or brushing. 

Satisfactory results are obtainable by applying to the surface 
of the paper an etchable body capable of dissolution when sub- 
jected to the action of an etching agent, such a body being 
preferably made by thoroughly mixing together in a dry state, 
blanc fixe, china clay, and an adhesive. 

It is preferred to mix the blanc fixe and china clay in the 
proportion of two hundred and ninety pounds of blanc fixe 
to five hundred and eighty pounds of china clay, free or sub- 
stantially free from hard and gritty particles and substances, to 
which is added approximately sixty-five gallons of water, and 
then combining with the mixture a solution consisting of ap- 
proximately one hundred and twenty-five pounds of glue, 
twenty-five gallons of water, two pounds of glycerin and 
twelve ounces of aluminum acetate. The preferred solution 
which is employed to effect the etching, is a 3° Baumé solution 
of bleaching powder, commonly called “chloride of lime.” This 
solution causes an etch on the coating, because of the fact that 
the hypochlorous acid in the solution readily destroys the 
binding quality of the thin film of glue that binds the very 
minute particles of the inert materials thereby 
allows these particles to be washed away. The etching solu- 
tion has no action on the inert materials used, such as blanc 
fixe and china clay. If water were used, the glue would merely 
be softened, with the result that the etch would be entirely un- 
suited for the high class of work that is required from the 
paper. 

The aluminum acetate used in the composition because of 
its acid reaction with the etching solution, liberates an excess 
of the active reagent from the etching solution during the 
process of etching, and thereby aids as well as hastens the etch. 

It is possible, however, to use instead of aluminum acetate, 
such reagents as ferrous sulfate, copper sulfate, copper chlorid, 
ferric chlorid, or other reagents having an acid reaction, the 
acidity of which will tend to aid the etching qualities of the 
coating by liberating the excess of the active reagent from the 
etching solution. 

It is preferred to use, in the preparation of the solution,

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IMPROVEMENTS IN MAKING COATED PAPER

those grades of glue commercially known as “gelatin,” having 
a high jelly strength, which are free or substantially free from 
chondrin, and it is preferred to soak the gelatin over night 
and then heat it until in solution, when the glycerin and 
aluminum acetate are added, the solution being well stirred to 
intimately mix the ingredients. 

Any appropriate color may be used to impart to the paper 
the required tint, and the coloring matter employed should be 
free from lumps. A preservative, such as a volatile oil, may be 
added to the glue solution. The mixture should be strained 
through very fine sieves before using. 

The aluminum acetate solution may be made by dissolving 
twelve ounces of lead acetate in two quarts of water and twelve 
ounces of aluminum sulfate in two quarts of water, the two 
solutions being subsequently mixed together and permitted to 
stand. When the lead sulfate has settled out on the bottom, 
as much as possible of the solution may be poured out. 

To prevent shrinkage in the paper after etching, the paper, 
before the coating is applied, should be washed to remove the 
original size, then resized with a solution of water and casein 
mixture, in the proportion of three gallons of water to two 
quarts of casein mixture. The casein mixture should contain 
eight ounces of casein to one quart of solvent. After resizing, 
the paper should be put through a weak acid solution, contain- 
ing one and one-half ounces of concentrated hydrochloric acid 
to one gallon of water. This treatment applies to animal or 
glue sized papers. Casein and resin sized papers do not need 
this treatment. 

The paper when it has been coated with this etchable mass, 
is calendered or pressed between the calender rolls to produce 
a good printing surface, and is then ready for use in the print- 
ing press, thereafter being subjected to the etching process. 

The etching process consists of the application of an etch- 
proof color either on one side of the coated paper or on both 
sides, to increase the effect; in which latter case, the printing 
block, with the picture to be reproduced, is supplied with 
prepared color offering a sufficient resistance to the etching or 
dissolving medium, and one or preferably several exactly 
registering impressions are made first on one side and then 
on the other of the prepared paper sheet having on both sides 
the etchable coating. 

The printed sheet of prepared paper is then subjected for a 
short time to the action of an etching agent to destroy the 
binding qualities of the adhesive in the etchable coating, where 
exposed to the action of such agent, and the coating, where 
the adhesive agent is so destroyed, is removed by washing 
or brushing, so that a relief is obtained corresponding to the 
picture. 

It is thus possible to obtain, by the use of a paper coated 
with an etchable material of this character, strong relief values 
accurately graduated in all details, and the height of the relief 
may be exactly regulated by the thickness of the coating and 
by the duration of the etching process. 

Surfaces of the same tone are thus always of the same 
height, and when so produced, may be used as an overlay on 
the printing cylinder or platen, or as an underlay between the 
printing form and the support. 

Having thus fully described the nature of my invention, what 
T claim as new and desire to secure by Letters Patent, is:— 


What Is Claimed 


1. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet 
of paper having an etchable coating comprising blanc fixe, 
china clay, aluminum acetate, and an adhesive. 

2. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet of

paper having an etchable coating comprising blanc fixe, china 
clay, an agent to aid the etching qualities of the coating, and 
an adhesive. 

3. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet 
of paper having an etchable coating comprising blanc fixe, 
china clay, glycerin, aluminum acetate, and an adhesive. 

4. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet 
of paper having an etchable coating consisting of blanc fixe, 
china clay, glue, glycerin and aluminum acetate, in the pro- 
portion of two hundred and ninety pounds of blanc fixe, five 
hundred and eighty pounds of china clay, one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds of glue, two pounds of glycerin, and 
twelve ounces of aluminum acetate. 

5. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet 
of paper having an etchable coating comprising a mineral 
body and aluminum acetate. 

6. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet of 
paper having an etchable coating comprising a mineral body, 
aluminum acetate, and an adhesive. 

7. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet 
of paper having an etchable coating comprising a mineral 
body, and an agent to aid the etching qualities of the coating. 

8. In the herein described article of manufacture, a sheet 
of paper having an etchable coating comprising a mineral body, 
an agent to aid the etching qualities of the coat, and an 
adhesive.

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New York Market Review 


Office of the Parer Trape JourNatL, 
WepneEspay, June 19, 1918. 

The news print market is still more or less upset pending 
the decision from Washington regarding the investigation. Prices 
have not changed to any appreciable degree. 

The demand for all grades of fine papers is greater than the 
supply, and the prices have already advanced in some cases as 
high as 20 per cent. This is partly due, however, to the increase 
in freight rates. 

Coarse and wrapping papers are very active at the present time, 
and several grades are very scarce. 

The board market is very strong, and, as in nearly everything 
else, there is a shortage. Dealers do not see any let-up in the 
demand for paper for some time to come. 


Mechanical Pulp 
The price of ground wood is steady. The producers are having 
no trouble in getting rid of their stock, and it is unlikely that there 
will be a surplus of mechanical pulp in the immediate future. 
Water conditions in the Northwest are improving rapidly, but 
they are still bad. 
Chemical Pulp 
Mitscherlich and kraft continue to be the most active products 
in the chemical pulp market. News sulphite has dropped slightly, 
but most of the other grades have experienced no change. 


Rags 

Rags both new and old are very scarce, and mills are willing to 
pay nearly any price to get stock. Advances have been noted in 
nearly all grades and just when the present boom will stop dealers 
will not venture to say. 

Roofing stock has been more active during the past week than 
heretofore, and an increase in prices has been made in several of 
the grades. 

Bagging 

The market for bagging has again shown signs of great activity. 
Nearly all grades have shown some advance over last week and 
dealers are expecting still further advances. Gunny No. 1 domestic 
has shown the greatest advance and it is now quoted at 4.75@5.00. 


Paper Stock 
Shavings, soft white No. 1, White News and common paper are 
the only grades that have shown any advance. With the exception, 
possibly, of news there has been a good demand on all grades. 


Paper Stock Damaged by White Ants 


The loss of probably 1,000,000 pounds of corrugated paper has 
been saved for the Mengle Brothers Company, of Louisville, Ky., 
according to press reports, through the timely advice given by 
Professor H. Garman, entomologist and botanist of the College 
of Agriculture, when informed by J. A. Moore, of Louisville, of 
the destruction in the stock evidently through the workings of a 


small insect. Mr. Moore, representing his firm, motored from 
Louisville to Lexington to confer with Professor Garman on the 
danger. Professor Garman found the same variety of insect, 
known as the white ant, in 1906 in a piece of cloth in the basement 
of the old chemistry building on the university campus. He 
recognized the cutting and gave Mr. Moore the desired informa- 
tion on extermination. Professor Garman said: 

“The common name of these insects leads us to expect them to 
be somewhat like ordinary ants in character and habits. They are 
in fact only like ants in general appearance, and belong to an 
entirely different insect order. They are generally brought to our 
notice during their annual swarming flights, when great numbers 
of the gauzy winged males and females emerge from retreats in 


timbers of buildings and scatter to mate and establish new 
colonies. At such times the householder is surprised by a horde 
of them coming from the base of a porch column, a sill lying 
close to the ground, or a wooden basement floor. They live ordi- 
narily in burrows made in the interior of such wood and in the 
soil, and their mischief is thus accomplished before their presence 
is suspected. From infested woodwork they may invade other 
objects lying near, such as books and fabrics left in little used 
basement rooms, and have sometimes been the cause of severe 
loss in this way. Several years ago a package of printed 
reports of this station was invaded in a basement room, the ants 
coming up to a set of shelves from a floor just beneath. Extensive 
galleries were cut in the leaves, the worst infested being com- 
pletely ruined. In other cases observed by me posts of verandas 
were mined, rendering necessary their removal. 

“With a knowledge of the habits of this insect extensive losses 
need not be sustained. A free use of insect powder about, creosote 
in timber, an occasional use of bisulfide of carbon, are all that is 
necessary to suppress them. Wooden floors close to the ground 
are always in danger from them and should be replaced with con- 
crete. The insect is naturally an inhabitant of fields and woods, 
where it lives under logs and stones. 

“White ants are remarkable because of their social life, colonies 
consisting of workers, males and females, which are sterile; of 
sterile soldiers, male and female, which defend the colony; a very 
large queen, who has discarded her wings; a male who has dis- 
carded his wings; and during the swarming seasons, many winged 
males and females. An almost equally remarkable feature of 
their economy is the presence in their digestive tubes of swarms 
of singular microscopic protozoa, which belong to a peculiar family 
(Tichonymphidae) and are, so far as known, not found elsewhere 
on the globe.” 


Why Paper Industry Should Be Favored

“To win the war” should be the slogan of every business con- 
cern in the United States. 

The paper manufacturers of this country are at the present time 
situated in a condition more unsettled than has ever been experi- 
enced in the history of the product. 

There are so many angles to the paper business that one can 
easily overlook one or two in giving effort to other problems. 

There appeared in the War Trade Board Journal, issue of May 
1, the following article: 


EXPORT TRADE OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE 
IN FINANCING THE WAR. 

The War Trade Board on April 8, 1918, authorized the 
following statement: 

Members of the War Trade Board organization are 
reminded that the maintenance of the export trade (where 
it can safely be allowed) is of national importance at the 
present time for the purpose of financing the war. Every 
effort should therefore be made to avoid delay and to 
render as much help as possible to traders, who are usually 
working with depleted and inexperienced staffs. 

It strikes me that this feature of export business may have 
been overlooked by mills endeavoring to secure fuel. 

If their product is bringing outside money into the country, and 
thereby helping to finance the war, why should it not be favored 
by the Government?

Alien Enemies Seek U. S. Trade Marks 


The attention of the Paper TRADE JouRNAL has been directed 
to the following from the Journal of Commerce by W. F. Doyle 
of Frank H. Davol, Jr., exporter and importer, 100 John street, 
New York: 

“In addition to the anti-American propaganda carried on by 
German agents in foreign countries, a persistent effort is being 
made to defeat American merchants in their plans for trade after 
the war by appropriating their trade marks, which in many cases 
have been registered by unauthorized persons, according to in- 
formation obtained yesterday by the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. This Government organization is bringing to 
the attention of American manufacturers the necessity for prompt 
action, and in many cases has been instrumental in protecting 
them from The only safe course to follow is to register 
trade marks promptly in the name of the manufacturer in coun- 
tries where any considerable business is carried on or anticipated. 

“Latin America has furnished a particularly profitable field for 
the registration of trade marks for speculative purposes, as the 
Governments of most of these countries grant the exclusive right 
to use a mark to the first applicant without regard to its prior use. 
The name of automobiles, motor trucks, pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions and other articles, the sale of which depends largely upon 
advertising and good will, have been especially subject to mis- 


loss. 


appropriation. 

“The Berne Trade Mark Convention provides a simple and 
inexpensive means of recording ownership of trade marks through- 
out the thirteen countries which are its members, but the United 
States is not a party to it and no advantage can be taken of it 
by American citizens or corporations nor can registrations be 
effected by branches of American companies in such countries. 
It is therefore necessary to register American trade marks sepa- 
rately in Belgium, Brazil, Cuba, Spain, France, Italy, Mexico, Hol- 
land, Portugal, Switzerland and Tunis, which, together with 
Austria and Hungary, are members of the Berne Convention. 

“Steps are now being taken toward the immediate establishment 
of the International Bureau for Trade Mark Registration at 
Havana. The President of Cuba has asked his Government to 
appropriate $10,000 as its contribution toward the initial expenses 
of the bureau, the cost of which is to be borne by the various 
governments interested. When the necessary arrangements have 
been completed the payment of a single fee of $50 will secure 
registration for a trade mark in all the countries represented, 
which include Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Panama and such others as may later 
be added, as well as in the countries of South America when the 
second bureau shall have been established at Rio de Janeiro. 

“The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, which has a 
New York office at 734 Custom House, places at the disposal of 
those who are interested its files of material regarding the regis- 
tration and protection of trade marks and patents in foreign 
countries, and inquiries addressed to the Tariff Division of the 
Bureau in Washington are given careful attention. From the 
local office may be obtained the names of attorneys engaged in 
trade mark practice in Latin America and elsewhere. Unless a

company is represented abroad by agents of unquestionable com- 
petency, however, it is generally preferable to have the entire 
business handled by an experienced attorney in the United States 
who has connections in foreign countries.” 

Mr. Doyle writes as follows regarding the foregoing: 

“We believe this information may be valuable to some of the 
paper mills who have recently taken on export business and are 
not familiar with some of the acts liable to be practiced in foreign 
countries. 

“It would be well for mills shipping watermarked papers either 
direct or through their agents to have their lines and brands 
registered so that no harm can come to such goods. 

“The various papers exported from the United States are bound 
to be popular in other countries so it would be well for us all to 
see that no opportunity is given for the practice of underhand 
work to destroy our trade.”

ALUM.—The demand for ammonia alum has not decreased any 
during the past week. Dealers have not reported any increase in 
prices as yet, but an advance is expected daily. The prices still 
are: Lump ammonia, 4@4.50c per pound, and powdered alum, 
4.50@4.75c. Lump potash, 9@9.25c per pound. Chrome potash, 
20@21c per pound, and chrome ammonia, 17@18c per pound. 

BLANC FIXE—The demand for blanc fixe still exceeds the 
supply and there is not much chance of getting deliveries in less 
than six or eight weeks. The price remains at 4c. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The bleach market continues about 
the same as last week. Shipments and business are going along 
as usual. The prices are: 2.50c a pound for large drums and 3c 
for smaller drums. 

BRIMSTONE.—The prices of brimstone are very steady. Mines 
are producing at their usual rate, and dealers are selling for $35 
@40 per ton. 

CASEIN.—The casein market is dull. It is difficult to obtain 
this product for the paper trade, as the other manufacturers are 
using most of the output. The grade used by the paper trade is 
now selling at 13.50@16c. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A slight increase was again noted in the 
caustic soda market during the past week. It is now quoted at 
4.65@4.75. Spot caustic is still scarce. 

CHINA CLAY.—The clay market is steady, shipments being 
made in the usual manner. Prices are: Crude domestic, $6.50@ 
7.50; washed at the mine, $10@12. Foreign clays, ex-dock, $10@ 
20, according to grade. 

ROSIN.—While the spot supply of rosin is reported fair, it is 
closely concentrated, and the holders are not disposed to offer 
freely while primary shipping conditions remain involved. There 
is a good demand both for home and export account. Spot rosin 
prices are more or less nominal at the advancing tendency, sellers’ 
views being determined by special negotiations. 

SATIN WHITE.—The satin white market is going along at an 
even rate. Regular shipments are made and the demand is fair. 
The price is 1.75@2c. 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City, 
the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe Pearl 
starch, in bags, $4.07; in bbls., $4.37. Buffalo corn starch, in bag, 
$4.25; in bbls., $4.55. Globe powdered starch, in bag, $4.25; in 
bbls., $4.55. Eagle finishing starch, in bag, $5.02; Crystal T. B. 
starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bag, $5.47; in bbls., $5.91; 
Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine packed), in bag, 
$5.42; in bbls., $5.76. 

SODA ASH.—The soda ash market continues strong. Prices 
are: 2:20@2.25c in bags, and 2.95c in bbls. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The sulphate market has ex- 
perienced a slight slump since last week. There is still some diffi- 
culty in making shipments, due to the scarcity of labor. Prices 
are: 3@3.50c for the iron free, and 2@2.50c for the commercial. 

TALC.—The demand for talc is still increasing. Prices remain 
about the same as previously quoted. 


Irish Trade in Paper 


The importations of paper and printed matter into Ireland in the 
year 1915, which is the last for which official statistics are available, 
amounted to almost $6,000,000 in value, according to Consul Ed- 
ward L. Adams, Dublin. Under this classification were included 
paper, wood pulp, foreign grass, cardboards, millboards, straw- 
boards, stationery, books, showcards, and newspapers. The 
largest items were paper, valued at about $2,000,000, and sta- 
tionery valued at about $1,100,000. During the same year exports 


of paper and printed matter were valued at approximately $1,- 
500,000. The largest item being paper with an estimated value of 
about $875,000. Exports of stationery were valued at approx- 
imately $185,000. 

There are restrictions at present on the importation of paper 
and printed matter. In normal times the trade is of considerable 
importance. Statistics respecting the imports and exports of 
office supplies can not be given, but this trade, too, is worthy of 
attention on the part of American manufacturers and exporters.
